NEW YORK (*—Al Lopez, gen- 
iai manager of the Indians, thinks 
he finally has found the formula 
for bringing the American League 
pennant to Clev eland. 
"It’s simple,” he confided follow­ 
ing y esterday ’s 7-2 v ictory ov er 
New York. "Just beat those Yan­ 
kees. 
That’s all."

"Now, why didn’t I 
think of that last y ear? " he added 
facetiously .

There was good reasons for Lo­ 
pez’s jubilation. His Indiens, chief 
contenders with the Yankees for 
American League honors, had just 
whipped their arch riv als for the 
second time in less than 24 hours. 
That’s something they couldn't do 
at Yankee Stadium during the en­ 
tire 1951 season when they man­ 
aged to win just one out of l l at 
the Yankees’ home park.

"It stands to reason that we 
ought to be better when we get 
back to full strangth."

5 Representativ es, 
2 Senators Defeated 


COLUMBUS Ut—Fiv e state repre- 
senta liv es and two state senators 
failed in bids for renomination in 
Tuesday ’s primary election, accord­ 
ing to complete unofficial returns. 
Richard V. J ames of Magnolia, 
Stark County , and C. L Powell of 
Springfield, Clark County , both Re­ 
publicans, lost their Senate con­ 
tests. 
Their defeat could be attributed 
in part to the decennial reappor­ 
tionment, based on the 1950 census. 
That reapportionment reduced the 
number of senators in their dis­ 
tricts from two to one. 
Both lost to their fellow senators 
with whom they serv ed in last 
y ear’s session of the legislature. 
Theodore M. Gray J r. of Piqua 
defeated Powell in the ll-12th dis­ 
trict. 
J ames 
was defeated by 
Robert A. Pollock of Canton in the 
21st district. 
Beaten also in the primary , * ac­ 
cording to unofficial tabulations, 
were these fiv e state representa­ 
tiv es:
